Beg¥n,  and  held  at  the  town  of  Corydon,  ia  the  coQtt« 

ty  of  Harrison,  on   Monday  the  twenty  seventh  day 

of  November,  in  the  year  of  our  Lord  one  thousand 

eight  hundred  and  twenty  ;  being  the  fifth  session  o€ 

the  General  Assembly  of  the  said  State.

cellency  Jonathan  Jennings,   Governor  of  the  State  of 

Indiana,  by  proclamation,  issued  under   authority   of 

the  constitution  of  said  state)  the  following  members  of 

the  Senate  appeared  and  took  their  seats,  to-wit :

And  the  followipg  members,  having  been  elected 
since  the  last  session  of  the  General  Assembly,  now 
alsid,  appeared,  produced  their  credentials  and  took 
their  seats,  to- wit  :

And  bis  honor  RatlifTBoon,  lieutenant  Governor  of 
the  state  of  Indiana,  took  his  seat  as  President  of  the 
jSenate,  and  thereupon,  the  several  oaths  prescribed 
bylaw,  were  administered  to  the  before  named  recently 
(^ectedfip embers,  by  David  Craig  esq.  a  justice  assign- 
f  fi  to  keep  the  peace  in  and  for  the  county  of  Harrison, 

The  Senate  then  proceeded  to  the  election  of  a  secre- 
tary, when  upon  canvassing  the  votes  given,  it  appear- 
ed that  Henry  Hurst  had  for  secretary  five  votes,  and 
(bat  Jaiues  Morrison  had  for  the  same  post  five  votes, 
^''he  number  of  votes  being  equal,  by  consent  of  the  Be- 
ipate,  the  President  gave  the  casting  vote,  and  declared 
James  Morrison  duly  elected  secretary,  who  was  cal- 
li^d,  aud  sworn  as  secretary  accordingly. 

Henry  Batman  was  chosen  Door-K,eeper  of  the  Sen- 
ate, for  the  present  session. 

On  motion  by  Mr.  Polke, 

Ordered^  That  a  committee  be  appointed  to  inform 
the  lionse  of  Representatives,  that  the  Senate  have  met 
formed  a  quorum,   elected  James  Morrison  their  secre. 
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i&ry  and  Henry  Batman  Door  Keeper,  and   that  they 
are  now  ready  to  proceed  to  legislative  business. 

Whereupon, 

Mr.  Polke  was  appointed  that  committee. 
On  motion  by  \5r.  Poike, 

The  Senate  proceeded  io  the  election  of  an  assistant 
Secretary — when  on  counting  the  votes,  it  appeared 
that  John  N.  Dunbar,  having  a  WRJority  ©fall  the  votes 
taken,  was  declared  elected  assistant  Secretary  of  the 
Senate,  for  the  present  session. 
On  motion  by  Mr.  Polke, 

Ordered,  That  a  committee  of  Klections  be  appoint- 
ed, to  whom  shall  b«  refered   the   certiH^.ates   and  cre- 
dentials of  the  members  elected,  since  the  last  se«fc.ion  of 
the  General  xVsseaably,  with  inastrnctioas  to  report  there- 
on, 

Whereupon, 

Messrs.  Polke,  Harrison,  Cotton,   Drew  and  Gr«y 
were  appointed  that  committee. 
On  motion, 

The  Senate  adjourned  until  to  morrcw  morning  at 
9  o'clock. 

And  the  Senate  adjourned.

Senate  assemibled  pursuant  to  adjournment.

state  of  Indiana,"  adopted  in  the  year  1818,  he  oi)served 
as  the  rules  of  the  came  until  otherwise  provided. 

Mr.  Drew,  from  the  joint  committee  appointed  on  the 
part  of  the  Senate,  to  wait  on  his  Excellency  the  Gov- 
ernor, reported  that  the  committee  had  discharged  that 
duty,  and  that  they  had  received  for  answer,  that  hie 
Excellency  is  now  ready  to  commanicate. 

A  message  from  the  House  of  Rcpicsentalives  by 
Mf.  Ferris,  a  member: 

Mr.  President — I  am  instructed  by  the  House  ot 
Representatives,  to  invite  the  Senate  to  meet  thein  ira^ 
mediately  in  the  Representative  ('hamher,  to  receive 
the  Governor's  communication  :  and  then  withdrew. 

The  Senate  tben  rose,  retired  to  the  Representative 
Chamber,  when  his  Excellency  delivered  the  fuilowing 
message  to  both  Houses,  to  wit: 

Gentlemen  oftlie  Senate^  anct 
House  of  liepresentatlveSf 

The  present  meeting  of 
the  General  Assembly  at  an  earlier  period  than  the  con- 
stitutional, has  been  required,  to  afTord  to  the  slate  aa 
opportunity  to  participate  in  the  pending  election  o\ 
President  and  Vice  President  of  the  United  Slates.  An 
event  so  important,  involving  principles  so  interesting, 
should  not  be  suffered  to  transpire  without  exercising 
our  rights  as  a  member  of  the  Union. 

Since  the  last  session,  and  in  conformity  to  the  pro., 
visions  of  an  act  of  t'e  legislature,  the  comn)issi(uiers  se- 
lected to  locate  the  lots  of  ground,  granted  to  tliis  state^ 
on  condition  that  our  future  and  permanent  site  for  the 
seat  of  government,  should  be  thereon  located;  were, 
by  proclomation,  requested  to  meet  on  the  22d  day  of 
May  last.  They  met  accordingly  ;  and  it  should  be  a 
source  of  much  public  satisfaction,  that  Ihey  discharged 
their  duty  with  unanimity,  and  it  is  believed  to  the  sat- 
isfaction of  the  diffierent  sections  of  the  state* 
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The  property  thus  secured,  by  timely  care  and  pru- 
dent management,  will  in  due  time  produce  ample  re- 
sources, without  resorting  to  taxation,  to  meet  the  ex- 
penditures necessary  for  the  erection  of  all  public  edifi- 
ces of  state  character.  This  property,  if  the  ultimate 
proceeds  of  its  value  be  realized,  should  be  secured  from 
speculation  by  the  time,  manner  and  also  by  the  condi- 
tions of  its  sale.  The  person  or  persons,  to  whom  the 
disposition  of  the  whole  or  any  part  thereof  may  be  con- 
fided, should  be  required  to  make  frequent  reports  of 
their  official  proceedings  ;  and  should  at  all  times  be 
subject  to  removal  from  the  trust,  when  the  public  inter- 
est would  require  it,  without  the  procrastination  atten- 
dant upon  impeachment  or  the  formal  process  of  a  judi- 
cial proceeding.  Although  it  is  not  to  be  presumed, 
that  expectation  is  to  be  disappointed  in  the  exercise  of 
such  trust  sooner  than  another,  it  becomes  our  duty, 
•notwithstanding,  acttng  as  public  agents,  to  secure  the 
iioterest  of  the  community,  by  every  safeguard  which  the 
principles  of  the  constitution  and  the  genius  of  our  gov- 
ernment may  authorise. 

Of  the  funds  appropriated  for  the  purpose  of  purchase 
iag  stock  in  the  Jefforsonville  Ohio  Canal  Company, 
in  behalf  of  the  state,  a  portion  of  it  has  been  paid  on 
the  whole  number  of  shares  for  which  a  subscription 
was  authorised  to  be  made,  and  the  residue  remains  de- 
posited, subject  to  the  draft  of  the  executive,  to  the  use 
however  for  which  it  was  intended.  The  importance 
of  the  object  contemplated  by  that  association,  inter- 
ests the  commercial  enterprise  of  a  great  portion  of  the 
citizens  of  the  state,  and  its  completion  cannot  be  sepa- 
rated from  the  reputation  of  the  state,  at  least  so  far  as 
it  is  connected  with  our  exertion  in  favor  of  internal  im- 
provement. To  appropriate  a  certain  portion  of  the 
three  per  cent  fund,  assigned  to  making  tomU  and  ca- 
nals within  the  state,  not  to  exceed  one  half  of  its  an- 
nual amount,  until  the  object  be  attained,  upon  the  con- 
dition that  the  state  of  Ohio  shall  become  interested 


would  unite  public  confidence  suflScieotly  to  rethove  in  a 
reasonable  time,  the  impedimenis  presented  by  the  fal\a 
of  Ohio  to  the  increasing  aad  greatly  to  be  enlarged 
Commerce  necessarily  to  be  entrusted  to  its  navigation. 
The  paper  circufatiog  medium  of  our  state  presents  a 
subject  matter  of  important  consideration.  The  depre- 
ciated situation  of  that  portion  of  it  which  has  emanated 
from  the  hoa  specie  paying'  banks,  requires  an  impar- 
tial examination  into  the  causes,  as  also  their  situation, 
to  enable  us  to  do  justice  to  the  importance  of  the  sub- 
ject, as  well  as  the  interests  of  all  concerned.  Those 
who  are  not  debtors  to  the  Banks,  cannot  be  consider- 
ed as  unjustifiable,  when  they  complain  of  the  deprecia- 
tion of  their  paper  ;  but  public  sentiment  has  yet  to  be 
expressed  in  relation  to  those,  who  are  defaulters  to 
the<6anks,  in  not  meeting  the  payments  required,  though 
not  unfrequently  they  find  inducements  to  injure  the 
credit  of  the  Banks  fmm  which,  they  improperly  with- 
hold payment.  It  corinot  be  denied,  that  the  disinter- 
ested holder  of  depreciated  bank  paper,  on  account  of 
the  uncertainty  of  the  rates  of  exchange,  must  at  all 
times  be  subjected  to  loss;  while,  the  defaulters  to  the 
banks  may  be  gainers  in  proporrion  to  the  depreciatioa 
of  their  paper ;  and  this  depreciation  produced^  on  ac^ 
count  of,  and  in  proportion  to,  the  amount  withheld  by 
nonpayment  Every  measure,  which  shall  have  a  ten- 
dency to  subject  the  paper  medium  of  the  state,  to  a 
greater  depreciation  than  at  present,  unless  such  meas* 
iires  should  be  required  by  other  reasons  than  the  a- 
mount  of  their  paper  in  circulation,  will  tend  to  the  in- 
jury of  the  disinterested  holder,  and  enable  the  debtors 
to  the  banks  to  discharge  those  debts,  by  speculation 
in  the  purchase  of  the  paper  of  the  Banks  to  which  they 
stand  indebted.  Although  most  of  our  banks,  from 
want  of  foresight,  have  acted  imprudently  in  issuing  pa- 
per too  freely  ;  yet,  from  the  best  information,  they 
have  generally  been  engaged  i^i  recalling  it  from  circii- 
H^ioa  for  jii»re  thaa  a  year  past. 
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To  restore  the  circulating  medium  to  a  specie  stand- 
ard, should  unite  our  exertions  in  every  rational  and 
practical  measure  tending  to  that  object ;  and  although 
it  rany  be  impracticable  to  accomplish  it  as  soon  as 
would  be  desirable,  without  producing  considerable 
sacrifices  of  property  ,yet  our  views  should  be  constantly 
directed  to  its  accomplishment.  To  designate  a  time, 
within  which  it  shall  be  mads  the  duty  of  the  banks  to 
resume  specie  payments  is  recommended  to  your  con- 
sideration, having  a  reference  in  prescribing  such  time, 
to  the  consequence  of  forced  payments  upon  the  com- 
munity, arid  the  corresponding  requisite  of  legal  means 
of  collection.  8uch  a  measure  will  enable  the  banks, 
as  well  as  legally  require  them,  to  force  collections,  and 
stimulate  to  further  exertion,  such,  as  may  be  desirous 
to  continue  as  bodies  corporate,  and  likewise  reraqye 
that  uncertainty  which  is  entertained  in  relation  to  their 
ultimate  solvency,  or  prove  their  intentions  by  the  re= 

suit.  .        .  : 

Upon  this  subject  it  will  be  my  duty,  at  an  early  pe- 
riod, to  present  to  your  cosisideration  a  report  of  the 
situation  of  the  State  Bfink  and  branches  in  a  separate 
Message  ;  and  likewise  copies  of  a  correspondence  had 
with  our  non  specie  paying  Banks. 

The  situation  of  the  debtors  of  the  United  States, 
and  especially  those  who  are  actual  settlers,  will  claim 
a  pdrtion  of  your  deliberations.  The  procrastination  of 
the  time  of  payment  oi"  those  debts,  seems  to  meet  the 
views  of  the  (reneral  Government  with  reluctance.  If 
it  shall  meet  your  approbation  to  present  your  wishes 
in  behalf  of  your  constituents,  in  favor  of  a  measure, 
which,  shall  authorise  the  debtors  to  the  United  States 
to  have  their  monies  now  paid,  transferred  to  their  cre- 
dit, on  such  portion  of  the  lands  already  purchased,  as 
they  may  select,  at  one  dollar  and  twcnty-five  cents 
per  acre  ;  provided  the  number  of  acres  upon  which 
such  transfer  be  made,  be  not  less  than  one  half  of  one 
ig[uarter  section;  they  would  have  their  due  weight ;  and 
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if  ultimately  succespful,  would  be  calculated  to  relieve 
the  actual  settlers  from  the  forfeitures  of  their  homes, 
their  money  and  tueir  labor,  which  without  relief  must 
be  inevitable. 

The  embarrassments  of  a  pecuniary  character  to 
which  we  are  subjected,  may  be  attributed  chieily  to  our 
vast  consumption  of  articles  of  foreign  growth  or  manu- 
facture, draining  the  cf  untry  of  the  precious  metals, 
and  leaving  us  indebted  to  the  commercial  cities.  The 
surplus  produce  of  the  state,  increasing  in  quantity 
and  reduced  in  price,  has  been  greatly  deficient  in  the 
amount  of  its  proceeds,  to  meet  the  demands  upon  us 
which  have  been  created  by  the  confiumplion  of  foreiga 
objects  of  meichand'z-'.  By  the  co  ojjetation  of  these 
circumstances,  we  have  become  subjected  to  debts,  be- 
yond our  present  ability  to  discharge  ;  and  our  best  in- 
terests will  require,  that  we  res:>rt  to  a  certain  and  at 
the  same  tin>e  a  constitutional  remedy,  from  whieh  per- 
manent relief  will  be  realized.  To  retrace  these  errots 
however  facinatiug,  which  national  pride  or  false  ambi« 
tion  may  have  produced  ;  and  directing  the  future,  by 
a  strict  scrutiny  of  the  past;  by  curtailing  our  cousump- 
tion  of  foreign  articles;  hj  the  pplicatioa  ofacti\e  in- 
dustry, not  less  to  domestic  manufactures  of  every  de- 
scription, than  to  the  soil;  thereby,  sr.ving  from  Ibc 
former,  while  realizing  the  nett  gains  of  the  proceeds  of 
the  latter,  we  may  ere  long  be  reinstated  in  »;ur  former 
independence,  and  learn  by  experience  thit  modtrate 
and  certain  gains  afford  the  safest  guaratitee  to  relative 
wealth,  so  far  as  may  be  essential  to  the  atiainmeut  of 
public  and  private  happiness. 

The  constitution  requires,  duriug  your  present  ses- 
sion, a  new  apportionment  of  the  representation  of  the 
state,  to  the  General  Assembly.  To  accompli'-h  this 
important  object  with  impartiality  to  the  diCereut  coun- 
ties and  sections  of  the  state,  will  be  productive  of  much 
public  satisfaction. 

The  ways  and  means  for  the  ensuing  year  will  oe- 
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cessarily  claim  your  attentipo.  Hince  the  operation  of 
the  State  Government,  the  average  annual  income  a. 
rising  from  taxation,  may  be  estimated  at  13,0G0  dolls, 
and  the  annual  average  expenditure  amounts  to  more 
than  17,009.  'i'his  estimate  produces  an  annual  defi- 
cit, exceeding  4,000  dolls,  to  meet  the  expenses  of  go- 
vernment, wittiout  taking  into  calculation  the  delays  at- 
tendant upon  the  collections  of  the  revenue,  produced 
in  part,  by  the  present  system  of  assessment  and  col- 
lection. '*^G  meet  such  deficiency,  the  recourse  has 
been  to  loans,  and  for  the  futuie,  if  the  public  credit 
shall  be  supported,  resort  mast  be  to  additional  taxes 
or  to  loan  as  formerly,  to  meet,  not  only  this  deficiency, 
but  an  increa-^ed  expenditure,  necessarily  to  be  provid- 
ed for  as  a  consequence  of  an  increased  representatitn 
in  the  General  Assembly.  If  further  loans  are  to  be  re- 
quired it  may  add  to  the  depreciated  paper  already  in 
circulation,  which  she  uld  be  avoided,  but  if  additional 
taxation,  it  is  submitted  to  the  General  Assembly,  as 
being  better  informed  of  the  wishes  and  abilitied  of  our 
constituents,  and  more  competent  to  decide  in  relation 
to  the  objects  to  which  such  taxation  shall  be   directed. 

It  is  not  without  reluctaqce,  that  a  revision  of  the 
present  revenue  laws  is  again  recommended  to  your 
con<^ideration.  To  require  the  assessment  of  taxes  ta 
be  made  at  an  earlier  period  each  year,  would  afford 
more  time  for  payment  and  enable  colhctors  with  more 
certainty,  and  less  inconvenience  to  the  people,  to  meet 
their  payments  to  the  Treasury.  During  the  last  jear 
more  than  five  thousand  dollars  have  remained  unpaid, 
which  should  have  been  received  at  the  Preasury  dur- 
ing the  month  of  December  last,  or  within  three  monthg 
thereafter,  while  shortly  after  the  close  of  the  last  ses- 
sion, there  were  no  funds  in  the  Treasur.y  but  the  pa- 
per of  Ohio  Banks  whose  credit  was  greatly  deprecia- 
ted. 

The  interchange  of  laws  between  this  and  other  slates 
of  the  U  uioDji  req^uire^  attention.     The  greater  portion 
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of  tlie  sUie9  have  presented  to  this  state,  copies  of  their 
laws  ;  und  rt  quest  a  siiailar  return  ;  a  I)  of  w  bich,  toge- 
thei  \v\tU  various  j^iute  p  vpers  of  the  Unitp<l  ^States,  hava 
beea  deposited  in  the  utBce  of  the  »Seci«iary  for  ibis 
statt'^uhject  to  the  u>je  of  the  Lfgisiature. 

The  Jr»'qa*^nt  change'^  which  oor  laws  of  a  general 
pature  hnve  underg  >iie  tend  to  prevent  their  pro>ifeioiis 
from  ne,ing  ges^nrully  kiown  Jldny  of  our  fellow  cit- 
IzerM^iavt:.  neither  thtr  time  nor  possess  the  opportuni- 
ty^ to  trace  the  msny  .^Iterations  which  take  place  in  th« 
U'vs  r'^2;u!ri,ti;igthe  administration  of  jusiice,  determin- 
ing; Ibe  '  ;gh«:9  of  persons  and  of  property:  It  is  not 
pressJnwd  that  the  progress<ive  improvement  of  the  ha- 
man  raiud,  will  not  require  revisions  of,  and  amenda- 
tory enactments  to  our  laws  ;  but  experience  should 
clearly  dictate  the  necessity,  as  well  as  the  extent  of, 
additional  legislative  .proyissioni  before  they  should 
be  c?irried  into  execution. 

The  public  good  will  no  doubt  be  the  ultimate  object 
of  all  your  deliberations,  mutually  exercised  with  be- 
coming forbe^trance  towards  error  of  opinion  ;  and  with 
such  confidence,  reposed,  and  a  becoming  reliance  up- 
on the  Ruler  of  the  Universe,  whose  goodness  &  whosa 
laws  are  equally  perfect,  you  have  the  assurance  of  my 
entire  co  operation.

Wash- 
ington, Bullivnn,  Pike,  Jeffirson,  Monroe,  Martin  and 
Scott,  no  duplicates  having  been  received  for  l820,  no 
estimate  can  therefore  be  m  ide  of  revenue  that  may  be 
derived  from  thence. 

No  correct  estimate  can  be  made  of  the  probable  col- 
lection of  debts  due  from  sundry  counties,  letters,  in 
several  instances,  have  been  addressed  to  the  proper  of- 
fices, entrusted  witii  the  collections,  to  which  no  an- 
swers have  been  rectived ;  and  from  the  circumstance  of 
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there  having  been  sp^rial  collectors  of  taxes  appointed 
in  maoy  counties,  it  is  believed  more  failures  will  ac- 
crue than  ordinarily. 

The  judgment  of  the  Harrison  Circuit  Court,  against 
sundry  cidzens  of  Harrison  county,  for  one  thousand 
dollars,  has  been  reversed  in  the  bupron^e  Cour!  ;  one 
huudred  and  thirty  dollars  of  which  has,  however,  been 
received,  which  is  reported  herewith.  U  is  respecifally 
submitted  whether  (as  (he  original  bond  exetuied  l»y 
the  said  citizens  is  found;  a  suit  at  commou  law  ishould 
Dot  be  again  instituted. 

There  will  be,  ia  addition  to  the  demands  already 
due  by  the  state,  the  sum  of  seventeen  hundred  and  for- 
ty dollars  due  the  1st  January,  iSSl,  for  interest  aris- 
ing on  loans. 

There  has  been  filed  in  this  office,  by  his  Excellency

place,  bv  the  representatives  of  the  people.  In  the  dis- 
charge of  public  trusts  it  is  dut'  to  those  charged  with 
responsibiiify  to  examine  into  their  official  conduct, 
when  cornplaints  are  made,  and  10  determine  whether^ 
they  are  vvirthy  of  cen>Uie  :  an  :  it  is  equally  due  to  the 
public  Wf 'fare  that  ni'g  ect  of  duty  wueitier  required  or 
not,  should  be  investigfited  By  reference  to  the  dates 
wiien  th  •  revurns  have  been  received,  of  tiie  elections  of 
militia  oScers,  and  a  comparison  with  the  dates  of  the 
applications  from  the  adjutant  general's  office  to  the  se- 
cretary of  state  for  commissions,  as  well  as  the  record 
of  the  dates  whon  such  c.>mmissioos  were  executed,  will 
afford  ample  evidence  with  some  explanations,  in  refer' 
ence  to  the  alledged  charges 

The  connexion  between  the  office  of  adjutant  general 
and  thai  of  the  secretary  of  state^  is  insej[iarablG  in  rela.- 
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lion  to  the  coramisjions  of  a  military  cliararter,    which 
are  required. 

The  })UQctuality  and  attention  with  which  the  <!ntie8 
of  the  afljutant  generals  office  have  heen  di--char5e(lj 
so  far  as  tias  ueces8arily  come  within  my  oSiwervaion, 
compels  tiie  to  conclude  that  upon  examinaJnu,  the 
causes  of  coinplaiht  will,  if  located,  be  found  to  have 
had  their  origin  in  the  office  of  the  secretary  of  statp. — 
Within  my  own  Ssnowledga,  instances  of  gro:5S  neglect 
and  direct  carelessness  have  transpired,  and  ^whatever 
ra-iy  havv^  appeared  from  a  slight  examination  of  his  of- 
fice, frotn  November  1818  to  the  month  of  Septem- 
ber IS  19  there  was  no  regular  entry  made  upon  lis  re- 
cord book,  nor  from  Nov.  tSlOthe  date  to  which  the 
secretary  had  progressed  with  his  record,  when  a  com- 
mittee of  the  Grenernl  Assembly  of  the  last  session  ex- 
amined  his  office,  there  was  not  an  entry  ©n  that  re- 
cord on  the  first  of  August  last.  An  examination  i«i  re- 
commended into  the  complaints  and  charges  alluded  to 
on  the  part  of  the  General  Asssembly.

Sullivan  of  Knox,  Ff  »ris  and  C!ar1?  a  commit- 
tee on  their  part,  to  contract  wiih  one  or  more  persone, 
to  print  the  acts  and  jonrnals  of  the  present  General  As- 
eembly,  and  to  reqn«^st  the  ?Senale  to  appoint  a  similar 
committee  on  their  pirt,  to  act  with  t!:e  committe© 
on  the  part  of  the  House  of  Representatives,  and  he 
withdrew. 

The  followioo;  written  commanication  was  handed  in 
to  the  President  of  the  fcenate. 

CoRYDON,   Dec.  1,  t820. 
To  the  honorable  the  t^retddent  of  the  Senate. 

We  the  nnderxigined,  two  of  the  committee  entrusted 
to  conhricl  for  the  public  printing,  did  receive  proposi- 
tion'?; for  the  performance  of  the  same  from  messrs.  Cox 
and  Nels')n,  also,  from  Brandon  r.nd  Co.  which  pro- 
positions were  on  or  about  the  first  d.iy  of  Hctober  last 
unhealed  in  the  presence  of  the  whole  committee.  There 
was  a  requisition  for  money  in  advance  in  messrs.  Cox 
and  Nelson's  prop^saU,  and  an  additionar  charge  iii 
the  proposals  of  Brandon  &  Co.  for  figured  work.  It 
Was  then  without  disseotion  agreed  that  the  adoption  of 
either  propossition  should  be  suepeuded  for  a  time,  and. 
that  a  correspondence  with  each  of  the  Editors  in  ex- 
planation of  their  respective  propositions  should  be  bad. 

rhere  was  this  additionf^l  rea«ion  which  prompted  a 
majority  of  the  committee  not  to  close  the  cf>!)tract  on  the 
day  the  law  would  seem  to  requi  e  it.  I'  was  believed 
beneficial  to  the  state  to  divide  the  contract  between  tho 
two  only  applicants.  At  a  subsequent  meeting  of  the' 
committee  it  wsis  unanimously  thought  surpassing  the 
pale  of  our  authority  to  divide  the  contrs^ct,  especially 
without  the  leave  of  the  applicants,  and  no  such  leave 
being  obtained  the  only  question,  with  the  committee,  to 
determine  was,  who  should  have  the  contract  from  the 
propositions  offered.  The  Auditor  was  first  required 
to  give  his  vote,  which  after  assigning  for  reason,  that 
th^Ke  was  little  or  no  difftirence  ia  the  proposals  takefi' 
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a^*02:'^tli«M\  an«l  1*1  point  of  local  a«lvantagp9,  ndjud.^ii^g 
h\  t'.i^arof  Brandon  &  Co.  voted  accordingly.  The 
Secretary  of  State  being  next  i-fqiiested  to  make  a  selec- 
tion, vvilhoiit  a'^^iirnins;  a  rea«*on  ^i^nified  his  wish  by 
%';)tin2;  for  Cox  &  Ndson.  The  Treasurer  agreeing; in 
oi>iriioti  with  the  Auditor,  the  proposals  of  BraudcQ 
and  Co.  were  r^ccordingly  selected. 

We  deemed  it  our  duty  in  a  short  coranjunicaticn  t3 
give  the  legislature  o'.ir  reasons  for  the  contract  made. 
The  committee  would  have  been  much  gratified  to  be 
released  from  the  duty  t>f  contracting  for  the  public  prin- 
ting ;  but  it  having  been  af5'*i2;ned  them  by  the  last  Gen- 
eral A9«emhly  they  proceeded  to  the  discharge  of  the 
trust  reposed,"  as  they  believed  most  couducive  to  the 
geiierc'.i  iatere^t  of  the  state.

"ivhich  they  acted)  your  committee  have  carefully  exam- 
ined the  vouchers,  on  which  said  fund  was  drawn  from 
the  treasury,  and  iind  them  to  exactly  correspond  with 
the  account  of  the  treasurer.  Your  committee  have 
tiiought  proper  in  obedience  to  the  resoluiion  under 
which  they  acted,  to  annex  to  their  report  an  rbstract 
of  vouchers  by  them  examined,  and  on  file  ia  the  trea- 
surer's (sfHce.

Your  committee,  to  whom  was  referred  the  commu- 
nication of  his  excellency  the  governor,  togetl.er  with 
the  accompanyitig  documenta  iVom  the  legislature  of 
Kentucky;  in  relation  to  the  demand  made  by  him  of  the 


acting  governor  of  Kentucky  of  ceitaia  i't3i;irivcs  from 
thp  justice  of  this  state,  have  had  the  <inhject  referred  to 
th«>m  ujKler  couj^ideratioo,  and  respectfully  submit  the 
follon  ing  report,  to  wit  : 

Fi-om  ihe  p?ip;',rs  before  your  commi'tee,  it  appears 
that  Uo!)ert  fHcveus,  a  meaibcr  of  the  Kei;lucky  1^  gis- 
lat»jre?n(l  other«,  having  ucvxi  indictetJ  at  the  Novem- 
ber tern  of  the  Harrison  circuit  court,  in  1818,  for  the 
crime  of  mm  stealing,  were  detuiiudcd  of  the  acting  gov- 
ernor  of  K'utucky.  as  fugirixes  horn  the  justice  of  fiiis 
state,  and  tiuit  the  legislature  of  Kentucky,  ou  b-ing 
informed  of  tiie  demand  made,  did,  by  iheir  resolution, 
refuse  to  snrreadiT  th^Hi  i^aid  HteveoR,  and  ^ds  surrender 
was  likewise  refused  hy  tiie  acting  goverrsor.  ^I'hs 
points  principally  relied  upo)  hy  thf  k-gis!ature  of  Ken- 
tucky, in  their  refusal  to  deliver  up  Mr.  J^tevens,  is 
that  the  law  of  Indiana  for  the  viohition  of  vUiich  he 
hid  bee?!  indicted  is  inconsistent  with  the  Constitution 
of  the  United  l^tates.  I^he  indictmetst  aosong-st  other 
things,  charges  8tevens  and  others  v.'ith  having  fnrci- 
bly  and  feloniously  arrested  Susan,  :^  woman  of  color, 
with  a  design  to  take  her  the  said  Susfin  out  of  Ihi;^ 
Btate,  (to  wit :  Indiana,  without  havir;g  first  establish^ 
ed  the  claim  of  them  the  said  Steven*^^  aiid  others  ac- 
cording to  the  law  s  of  this  state  or  of  the  United  Stales. 
To  prove  the  unconstitutionality  of  the  law  under 
which  this  indictment  was  found,  a  clause  of  the  2d  sec- 
tion of  the  4!th  article  of  the  constitution  of  the  United 
States  is  referred  to,  wiiic'*  is  as  follow?  : 

No  person  held  to  service  or  labour  in  one  state  un- 
der the  laws  thereof,  escaping  into  anotiier  state  shall 
in  consequence  of  any  law  or  regulation  therein,  be  dis- 
charged from  such  service  or  labour;  but  sbxll  b*  deliv- 
ered on  claim  of  the  party  to  whom  such  service  or  la- 
bour may  be  due.  From  this  clause  a  cocclusion  ia 
drawo  that  Congress  have  ihe  sole  power  to  regulate  ;hfe 
mode  ol  claimiaf  persons  owing  service  or  labour  in 
oac  state  aud  escaping  to  another,  and  of  nunisbiog  al! 


abuses  thai  maj  arise  from  improper  clatins.  But  your 
committee  cannot  admit  thi;  justness  of  the  above  coo- 
clasion.  Tbey  would  infer  that  as  states  are  oxAy  prohi- 
bited from  discharging  the  cblii;ation  to  serve,  tliat  this 
single  prohibition  inaplies  that  arty  other  reirulation  of 
the  subject  might  be  made,  at  the  discretion  of  the  sev- 
eralstates,  and  if  further  proof  be  wanted  that  no  more 
was  intended,  than  to  prohibit  one  state  frotn  emarscipa- 
ling  the  slaves  of  another,  it  may  be  found  in  the  10th 
firticle  amendatorv  to  the  constitution  of  ihe  United 
States,  which  provides  that  the  powers  not  delegated  to 
the  United  States,  by  ihQ  constjtntion,  nor  prohibited 
by  it  to  the  states,  arc  reserved  to  the  states  respective- 
ly or  to  the  people.  The  law  of  the  United  States  res- 
pecting persons  escaping  from  their  masters  aSlxes  no 
penalty  for  abases  that  arise  under  it,  and  though  it  is 
said  that  the  courts  of  Kentucky  will  remnnerate  him, 
who  may  be  iliegalij  seized  and  brought  thither  with- 
out a  just  cause,  yet  those  courts  cannot  punish  crimin- 
ally, offences  committed  in  another  state,  nor  c^n  it  bo 
admitted  for  a  moment,  that  those  states  alone  where 
slavery  U  tolerated,  are  to  prcdiibit  and  punish  mansteal. 
iog  and  to  try  the  right  of  freedom  where  it  is  dlsp'jted. 
Though  the  law  of  Congress  provides  that  Judges  and 
Justices  of  the  peace  in  certain  cases,  may  give  a  certi- 
ficate, by  which  a  fugitive  owing  service  or  labour,  may 
be  recovered  ;  yet  this  law,  so  far  as  it  imposes  duties 
on  state  oScers,  is  not  binding  ;  for  if  such  were  the 
case,  they  might  in  time  be  altogether  perverted,  from 
what  cur  constitution  intended.  Sf  therefore,  the  con- 
stitution of  the  United  States,  requiring  the  person  ow- 
ing service  or  labor  to  he  delivered  op  on  the  claim  of 
the.  party  to  whom  the  service  or  labor  is  due,  is  to  ef- 
fe':t  state  officers,  ^taie  laws  ought  then  tp  be  made. 
]Mo  claim  can  be  recognized,  nor  delivery  made,  unless 
by  a  competent  court,  if  no  state  law  on  the  subject  be 
made,  oar  courts  have  nothing  to  guide  them  in  aiding 
a  claim  guaranteed  by  the  constitution  of  the  United 


States.  As,  therefore,  Congress  have  not  provitled 
that  abuses  under  this  law  should  be  punished,  and 
from  the  small  number  of  United  States.'  jutlges  who 
are  authorised  to  act,  much  incouveaieuce  would  arise, 
it  hecame  both  the  right  and  the  duty  of  our  state  to  pass 
some  hiw  ou  the  subject  ;  at>d  though  our  statute  may 
uot  please  the  uufoiiunate  slave  holder  in  every  respect 
yet,  so  far  is  it  from  dischara;iiig  frnin  service  aad  label* 
that  it  piovides  that  state.  oSicers  shall  aid  the  restora- 
tioQ  of  fugitives  iVoai  labor,  to  ihe  claioiact  ;  that  as 
speedy  a  decision  trhould  be  had  us  iu  questions  of  fay

shall  be  surrendered,  are  «Us're s;:ir ded  then,  indeed,  we 
may  predict  a  speedy  dissolution  of  those  bonds,  under 
which  we  have  hitherto  acted  as  meu'sbers  of  one  facaily
